INTRODUCTION 


On  several  occasions  in  previous  Annual  Reports  attention 
has  been  drawn  to  the  problem  of  Old  People,  their  accommodation 
and  welfare,  in  a District  where  this  continues  to  be  a scarcely 
undiminished  challenge  in  spite  of  the  progress  made© 

This  year,  by  way  of  a change,  it  might  be  worthwhile  (it 
certainly  is  topical  in  June  I968)  to  give  a little  thought  to 
youth o 

Parents  are  familiar  with  the  complaint  "there's  nothing  to 
do  I",  and  indeed  many  regard  the  prospect  of  school  holidays  with 
some  trepidation  because  they  find  it  difficult  to  deal  with  the 
boredom  from  which  many  children  suffer  when  not  occupied  at  school. 

This  is,  of  course,  no  new  problem  and  generally  speaking 
the  opportunities  for  entertainment  and  activity  are  now 
incomparably  better  than  they  were  twenty  years  ago®  Naturally  it 
is  useless  to  tell  the  younger  generation  this;  they  are 
thoroughly  tired  of  being  told  that  they  are  much  better  off  than 
"we"  were.  That  they  are  better  fed,  better  clothed,  better  housed 
and  better  schooled  are  simply  facts  which  they  quite  naturally 
accept  because  they  have  no  previous  standard  by  which  to  judge  their 
own  present  environment o That  these  very  improvements  have 
themselves  tended  to  stifle  the  natural  initiative  of  youth  is  a 
point  that  tends  to  be  overlooked o Perhaps  some  pairents  have 
forgotten  their  own  experiences  in  this  respect,  particularly  that 
the  most  absorbing  activity  is  the  one  which  demands  effort  whether 
mental  or  physical.  Children  and  young  people  never  have  been  absorbed 
by  activities  that  are  "laid  on"  for  them.  Adults  who  have  been 
involved  in  the  organisation  of  siny  youth  activity  know  only  too  well 
how  over-organisation  can  kill,  for  example,  a Youth  Club;  how  a 
successful  Youth  Club  needs  a Deader  who,  tactfully,  leads  but  does 
not  coerce  and  who,  ideally,  constantly  encourages  the  members  in 
the  impression  that  the  things  they  do  sire  their  own  idea  and  that 
the  responsibility  for  them  is  theirs. 

Why  aire  so  many  young  people  bored  with  television  although 
they  continue  to  watch  it  ? Because  it  makes  practically  no  demands 
on  them;  it  is  there  to  be  switched  on  and  asks  no  more.  Would  not 
many  of  the  young  passive  watchers  be  happier  if  they  found  something 
more  challenging  ? Is  it  true  that  there  is  nothing  to  do  ? 

Granted  that  Chichester  now  has  one  cinema  when  not  many 
years  ago  it  had  three,  but  the  cynical  might  with  some  justice 
contend  that  this  reduction  has  merely  cut  down  the  opportunities 
for  watching  pornographic  rubbish  in  public  while  there  is  am 
apparently  inexhaustable  supply  of  similar  material  available  more 
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cheaply  at  home  on  television » Moreover,  where  one  cinema  was  a 
swimming  pool  now  is.  Surely  a gain  ? 

There  are  many  organisations  and  clubs  in  Chichester  and 
Bognor  Regis  where  young  people  can  find  encouragement  and  enthusiasm 
for  sports  and  activities  which  not  only  fill  time  but  offer 
friendship  amd  exercise. 

Apart  from  the  obvious  more  seasonal  sports  of  football,  rugby, 
cricket  and  tennis,  there  aire  cycle  clubs  in  which  competition  is 
keen  and  youngsters  encouraged  by  unselfish  support  from  "veterans” 

(in  the  cycling  world  anyone  over  40  is  a "veteran"  1),  also  rifle 
shooting,  scouting,  swimming,  athletics  and  so  forth.  Generally 
speaking  these  clubs  and  societies,  often  small,  do  not  canvass  for 
members  but  they  are  available  for  those  who  have  the  initiative  to 
find  what  they  want. 

For  a more  serious  use  of  leisure  how  many  parents  or  their 
families  realise  that  in  Chichester  there  is  as  fine  a College  of 
Further  Education  as  there  is  anywhere  along  the  South  Coast  ? 

Granted  that  having  once  shaken  off  the  shackles  of  school  not  every 
young  person  will  relish  the  thought  of  "Night  School";  nevertheless 
the  range  of  subjects  taught  and  the  qualifications  to  which  they 
may  lead  make  it  worth  while  for  anyone  to  spare  a thought  in  this 
direction. 

During  196?,  two  events  call  for  special  comment.  A family 
living  in  the  district  was  afflicted  over  a period  with  recurring 
stomach  upsets.  These  were  confined  to  the  children  and  disappeared 
completely  when  they  were  away  from  home  on  holiday.  Their  father 
connected  the  occurrences  with  the  purchase  and  use  in  the  household 
of  a device  for  dispensing  meaisured  amounts  of  drink  from  orange 
squash  bottles.  This  was  made  of  brass,  apparently  chromium  plated, 
and  similar  to  those  commonly  in  use  in  public  houses.  He  suggested 
to  the  Public  Health  Department  that  this  might  be  the  cause  of  the 
trouble  and  requested  that  it  should  be  examined,  and  the  orange 
squash  dispensed  by  it  should  be  analysed.  Although  it  was  thought 
unlikely  to  be  the  cause  (this  kind  of  upset  is  almost  invariably 
bacterial  in  origin  and  chemical  contamination  is  rarely  encountered), 
appropriate  analyses  were  carried  out  and  they  revealed  that  the 
orange  squash  was  indeed  heavily  contaminated  with  zinc,  lead  and 
copper.  The  dispenser  was  assembled  with  soldered  joints,  was  not 
protected  by  chromium  or  any  other  plating  on  the  inside  and  the 
acid  reaction  of  the  orange  squash  had  enabled  it  to  dissolve 
considerable  quantities  of  the  metals  and  to  give  rise  to  symptoms. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  was  informed  of  the  results  of  the 
analyses  and  the  dispenser,  which  was  imported,  was  withdrawn  from 
the  market. 

The  credit  for  the  successful  outcome  to  this  investigation 
goes  almost  entirely  to  the  father  of  the  family  concerned  for  his

observation  that  the  symptoms  disappeared  when  the  dispenser  was  not 
available  to  the  children o It  is  a sobering  reflection  that  had  the 
device  been  used  for  whisky,  gin  or  brandy,  chemical  contamination 
would  probably  not  have  occurred o 


A luncheon  party  was  held  in  Portsmouth  during  September  to 
which  various  local  dignitaries  were  invited,  and  many  of  them 
suffered  from  food  poisoning  afterwards o The  organism  responsible 
was  Salmonella  Enteritidis  and  was  cultured  from  the  turkeys  eaten 
at  the  lunch o This  district  was  only  concerned  in  the  occurrence 
because  frozen  turkeys  from  the  same  source  were  handled  by  a dealer 
operating  within  the  district,  but  the  affair  was  of  some  general 
interest  o 

Fresh  butchers'  meat  and  poultry  carcases  are  not  by  any 
means  sterile,  that  is  to  say,  completely  free  from  bacteria,  when 
soldo  Some  proportion  probably  carries  food  poisoning  organisms  but 
these  rarely  cause  trouble  because  the  high  temperatures  used  in 
roasting  will  normally  destroy  themo 

In  the  case  of  frozen  turkeys  the  risk  is  no  greater  than 
with  freshly  killed  turkeys,  because  the  bacteria,  if  present,  have 
their  activity  suspended  by  the  freezing  process o Where  large  birds 
are  concerned,  however,  whether  freshly  killed  or  frozen,  the  very 
size  of  the  carcase  may  prevent  the  high  temperature  necessary  for 
sterilisation  ever  being  attained  in  the  interior  of  the  birdo  This 
is  all  the  more  so  when  the  carcase  is  stuffed  before  roasting » The 
stuffing  acts  as  an  excellent  insulation  to  the  deeper  parts  of  the 
carcase  during  cooking  with  the  result  that  food  poisoning  organisms 
survive  and  cause  trouble o 

One  is  forced  reluctantly  to  the  conclusion  that  contrary  to 
the  age  old  tradition,  large  turkeys  should  be  cooked  without 
stuffing  as  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  cook  the  interior  without 
incinerating  the  outside  if  the  bird  i£  stuffed o 

Could  it  be  that  the  traditional  Boxing  Day  stomach  upheavals 
are  simply  due  to  food  poisoning  caused  by  such  circumstances  ?

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  Chichester  Rural  District,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country, 
covers  the  South-=Western  quarter  of  the  County  of  West  Sussex  o 

Formed  under  the  West  Sussex  Review  Order  of  1933 » when  the 
Westbourne  ajid  Westhampnett  Rural  Districts  were  combined,  it  lies  on 
the  sea  coast  with  the  River  Arun  at  its  Eastern  boundary  and  the 
County  boundary  between  West  Sussex  and  Hampshire  to  the  West®  The 
Northern  boundary  lies  on  the  South  Downs® 

The  City  of  Chichester  is  almost  in  the  centre  of  the  district, 
and  being  the  County  Town,  it  houses  the  headquarters  of  the  West 
Sussex  County  Council,  the  Chichester  City  Council  and  the  Chichester 
Rural  District  Council®  Bognor  Regis  lies  towards  the  Eastern 
boundary  of  the  coast  line® 

Farming,  the  distributive  trades,  and  local  government  adminis- 
tration employ  the  bulk  of  the  population  inland,  while  the  coastline  - 
seventeen  miles  long  - includes  the  popular  resorts  of  Middleton-on- 
Sea,  Pagham,  Selsey,  Bracklesham  Bay  and  the  Witterings,  and  attracts 
a large  number  of  Summer  visitors®

As  the  tables  covering  the  last  ten  years  on  Page  12  show  (allowing 
for  random  variations  from  year  to  year,  which  are  inevitable  where 
relatively  small  figures  are  concerned)  the  crude  birth  rate,  about  15 
per  1,000,  and  the  crude  death  rate,  about  11 ®0  per  1,000,  remain  steady® 
In  a population  with  a high  proportion  of  old  people  the  crude  birth 
rate  would  be  expected  to  be  less  than  the  national  figure  - 17  per 
1,000;  but  the  crude  death  rate  would  tend  to  be  higher  than  the 
national  rate  - 11  per  1,000®  The  fact  that  it  remains  lower 
demonstrates  the  longevity  of  Sussex  people o

Water  Supply 

The  following  Undertakings  supply  water  to  the  Chichester  Rural 
District  s 

Portsmouth  Water  Company  (virtually  supplying  the  whole  area). 

North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  (part  of  Upwaltham  Parish  only). 

Worthing  Corporation  (part  of  Tortington  Parish  only). 

All  water  supplied  by  the  statutory  water  undertakings  is  chlorinated 
before  distribution.  The  supplies  are  constant  and  generally  adequate  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  distribution  areas. 

The  fluoride  content  of  drinking  water  supplied  in  the  District  is 
less  than  0.1  parts  per  million. 

98.5  of  houses  have  a piped  water  supply  from  one  or  other  of  the 
water  undertakings,  and  of  the  remaining  houses,  0»9  have  a piped  supply 
from  private  estates,  so  that  99 <>5  of  dwellings  have  piped  water. 

Madehurst  is  the  only  parish  without  a public  mains  supply  in  regular 
use,  although  facilities  aire  available  to  enable  mains  water  from  the 
Portsmouth  Water  Company  to  be  pumped  into  the  private  estate  pipe  line 
should  the  need  arise. 

The  appendix  which  follows  shows  the  number  of  dwellings  auid  means 
of  water  supply  for  each  Parish  in  the  Rural  District.

Smallpox  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  district  in  children  up  to 
fifteen  years  of  age  and  recorded  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  were 
732  primary  vaccinations  and  3^3  re-vaccinations« 

It  was  again  necessary  to  carry  out  a fourteen  day  surveillance  on  a 
number  of  passengers  arriving  in  the  district  by  sea  or  air  either  from 
declared  smallpox  endemic  areas  or  as  possible  contacts  of  suspected 
smallpox  cases,  particularly  when  the  traveller  was  not  in  possession  of 
a valid  international  certificate  of  vaccination o
